Bulbs for Summer Flowing. Gladioli 
first, of the easiest culture; all they re- 
quire is sun and water. I'iant the 
bulb.- among the other plants in the 
beds or in rows six inches apart and 
from bulbs an inch in diameter or over 
you will have blooms in about ninety 
days. 1'laut several lots, each a week 
apart during May and cut the stems 
(leaving the foliage to ripen the bulbs) 
when the stalk starts to show color. 
They will open up in the house and 
keep for a week. Dig up the bulbs in 
late .September, clean them and keep 
them in the cellar until next May. Tub- 
erous Rooted Begonias for shady places, 
lots of bloom, very gay and very satis- 
factory. Dig up the tubers in the fall 
and keep with the gladioli and dahlias.

Sweet Peas. An annual and a reel 
flower", but must be planted on St, Pat- 
rick 'a Day or in the late fall.

The 
summer-blooming varieties are dwaTfer 
plants and the flowers are not as fine 
as the late ones. 

Hollyhocks. Six feet tall and in 
pink, white, red- and yellow. Buy plants 
now and sow seeds during the summer 
and set the seedling plants where they 
are to bloom next July. 

Larkspur. Annual Larkspur. Ah! 
There is an annual worth while. White, 
pink, pale blue and dark blue, they are 
all pretty and easily raised from Beed. 
"The seeds will sometimes survive the 
winter, but if they don't, just make up

Snapdragon or Antirrhinum. A very

proteet the rarer forms of native plants 
and which will be as unknown to fu- 
ture generations as the passenger pi- 
geon is to most of this generation. 
With the increase of population and 
the spreading of towns and cities, it 
naturally follows that native habitants 
of the wild flowers are becoming more 
restricted. Measures should be taken 
to preserve some oi these, choice areas 
which delight the plant lover. We in 
Narberth are surrounded by a rich and 
varied flora of wood, field and stream- 
side The trailing arbutus has prac- 
tically disappeared from our region, 
the wild Azalea is going fast, the dog- 
wood is diminishing, wild orchids are 
very rare, and many other wildi plants 
that were abundant at one time are 
now extinct ^in this locality or are 
very rare. 

The conditions are not as serious a« 
painted for it is undoubtedly true that 
more interest is taken in plant life 
than formerly. A knowledge of plant 
life and a general love for plants is 
developed iai our schools whero Nature 
Study is taught. Just as soon as 
people have a respect and love foT 
plants they are safe from extinction'. 
Some of us could learn a great deal 
from our European cousins when it 
comes to a genuine love for plants.

HOW TO MAKE AND KEEP A 
LAWN 

New Lawns. — First the soil. Ora-s 
will ne\"er er ( ,w (althuugh weeds will' 
nil yelluw clay which the builder may 
have taken from below the tupsnil: 
neither will it grow on bricks, .stune- 
and <i mortar bed. If e,,>o,l tnpsuil is 
not available for the linishe.l gmding 
the groiiiul will hn\e to be |ilowe.l, liar 
rowed and rakcl line or spoiled a ml 
raked. The digging alone will not make 
the soil, but we must turn in a gctn-roii- 
aniount of stmiwv cow manure ainl. near 
the surface, some course ground Luiie. 
nut bone meal or bone tlnur. l-mth. of 
which are tun quick in theii action. 
The soil necessarily cannot be worked 
if wet. 

When the soil has been raked line 
and leveled it should be lini-hc.l with 
a wooden toothed rake, the -ee.l sown 
evenly ami rnked in lightly with the 
wooden rake. Buy a high grade mix 
ture, and. if you prefer, you can give 
an extra sowing of white clover, not 
too thick, if the planting is done in the 
spring. Don't sow clover late in the 
season, as it must be well established 
before frost. 

April is the first choice, nml Septcin 
ber the second, for making new lawns. 
Now the very important rolling — real 
rolling with <i real heavy roller — the 
heavier the better. Hulling more than 
anything else helps a new or an old 
lawn. The corners, edges and terraces 
of course are better sodded. 

For a shady lawn give up the idea 
uf getting a good st<ind of perennial 
grass and he contented with a fresh new 
lawn of annual grasses from May till 
August. Sow Italian rye seed early 
in the spring. It will shoot up quickly 
and make a nice lawn, but must be re- 
siiwii the following year. The peren- 
nial grasses in the standard mixtures, 
such as Kentucky Blue, Red Top, Khode 
Iskind Bent, Knglish rive and Creeping 
Bent must have sun and water, which 
they cannot, get in slwuly places. 

If the lawn is small, water copiously 
after sowing; if very large, of course 
we will have to depend on the irriga- 
tion system of Jupiter l'luvius. 

Mow the first season only <is often 
as necessary to keep a good appenr- 
auce and leave tlie cuttings on the 
lawn unless the grass is so long that it 
will smother the lnwn. Sod the bad 
spots or sow with white clover. 

Fall Grass is <m annual and its great- 
est danger is iji being disturbed nt seed 
time, approximately August, and the 
seeds sown for the following year. 
Herein lies the danger of inking the 
lawn, particularly with the steel-titothed 
nake. If the lawn is well rolled with 
a heavy roller anil never raked the fall 
grass' will not seed itself and will in 
time disappear. White clover will help 
to smother it out. 

Crab Grass can be easily dug out. 
(let the center root. It should then be 
burned. 

Dandelion, one of our native wild 
flowers that may soon be extinct, since 
blossoms are being gathered by the 
millions for some mysterious purpose, 
no blossoms — no seeds, no seeds — no 
dandelions. However, if you have too 
many you might try cutting off the top 
of the plant, punching a hole in the 
root und applying salt. You might try 
it. 

Old Lawns. — Roll with tlmt heavy 
roller in the spring. The winter plays 
havoc with « lawn. Keep the iron rake 
away, and if you want a particularly 
•fine lawn spread a light covering of cut 
tobacco stems in the fall. Lime iB rec- 
ommended to be spread lightly early in 
the spring; it is especially good for sour 
soils.

bettor every year until we have to 
divide him optiiul give him more mom. 
The only reason we don't see more 
peniiie- in unr gardens is because the 
,.'ant- cannot be divided and moved 
while they arc in ldooiu, and Mr. or 
Mrs. Admirer intends to order them in 
September <md either forgets the names 
of them or forgets them altogether. Get 
the names of the varieties you like of 
one of the peony shows in dune and 
order them at once. Plant at least one 
peony this fall. 

Pyrethnun or Painted Daisy. One of 
the prettiest and most satisfactory of 
the hardy perennials. About IS inches 
high, with ferii-lik#-"ftTli«gp, blooms in 
June, and if the flowers are cut will 
bloom again in late summer. The col- 
ors are in shades of red. rose, pink and 
white, all with yellow centers. 

Hardy Larkspur or Delphinium. There 
is nothing more gorgeous in the gar- 
den, and little elsewhere, than a well- 
grown plant of a good Hybrid Delphin- 
ium, usually about six feet high, with 
a full spike in the deep blue, light blue, 
lavender or a combination of similar 
colors that is only found in this wonder- 
ful rlower. They deserve good soil and 
n position in the sun, where water will 
not stand, summer or winter. Delphin- 
ium Belladonna is a smaller plant with 
a clear light blue flower that blooms 
all summer. The fine hybrids, however, 
will bloom in dune and will continue to 
make new spikes if the older ones are 
cut close to the ground. 

Japanese Iris. Late June, when the 
big burst of bloom of the earlier per- 
ennials is over, is the time for the 
Japanese Irises, with flowers up to 10 
inches in diameter, in white, blue, pur- 
ple and pink, some veined and mottled. 
Absolutely hardy, will stand some 
shade. All they require is water in 
blooming time and not too much water 
in the winter. This rule of ''dry feet 
when they are resting" applies to prac- 
tically all plants. Don't plant in a 
place where water will not drain off. 
Japanese Iris grows about .'Hi inches 
high.

After the phloxes and while the dahlias 
are blooming (oh! yes! we must have 
dahlias, but they nre not perennials) 
the hardy "tmiitis" will begin to show 
their red, pink, yellow nnd white flnd 
will provide lots of cut floweTs with 
pretty folinge. Divide them in the 
spring and use them in the front of the 
earlior blooming plants.
